HOPEWELL, N. J., March 2.— 
With a prayer that it might reach 
the persons who hold the fate of 
her baby boy in their hands and 
the hope that it might find in them 
some spark of human compassion, 
Mrs. Charles A. Lindbergh today 
sent a mother’s appeal] te the kid- 
napers of her chid. 

It concerned the baby’s diet: The 
child is sick. It has a bad cold, 

One quart of milk during the day, 
she cautioned in a message broad- 
cast through the press. 

Three tablespoons of cooked ce- 
real morning and night. 

Two table ‘spoons of cooked vege- 
tables once a day 

One yolk of egg daily. 

Half a cup of orange juice on 
waking. 

Half a cup of prune juice after 
the afternoon nap. 

Fourteen drops of viosterol dur- 
ing the day. 

That's the diet the baby was re- 
ceiving until it was snatched from 
its crib in the forepart of last night 
——a slim one, but such as a baby 
of 20 months with a severe cold 
should have. 

A search of the nursery disclosed 
that no blankets had been taken, 
giving rise to Mrs. Lindbergh's 
fears that the child was taken away 
improperly clad. 

Despite her worry over the 
baby’s illness and its uncertain fate 
at the hands of its unknown ab- 
ductors and despite that she is ex- 
pecting a second baby in the spring 
there were indications that Mrs. 
ee is bearing up remarkably 
well. 


“She is all right,” Colonel Lind- 
bergh told a police officer. 

Now and then during the day she 
could be seen at the windows of 
her home, dry-eyed and sometimes 
smiling wanly. The (first shock 
seems to have passed. It was 
known that she did not sleep since 
the moment last night when Charles 
A. Lindbergh Jr.’s jurse_ ran 
screaming into the dining room to 
say that the crib was empty.

Is Abducted; 


F ather Offers $1, 000 Reward 


NILES, Ohio, March 2.—(/)—As‘ 
thousands of police hunted the kidnap- 
ers of Charles Augustus Lindbergh 
Jr., northern Ohio officers pushed to-: 
night their search for the abductors 
of James Jute Jr., 11, son of a 
wealthy Niles contractor. 

The father, with the entire police 
force of Trumbull county, hunted the 
boy, while the distracted ‘mother 
awaited a ransom note from the two 
men who rushed the child off in an 
automobile this morning. 

James fought off the kidnapers once, 
but the men gra him again, his 
cousin, Anna M Mellina, 12, of 
Ashtabula, Ohio, ce. The chil- 


pviction of the kidnapers, neighbors, 
farmers and police of /. surrounding 
counties were on guard with the 
Trumbull county deputies ‘in. the 
search. ’ 

Tonight no reliable clews had been 
found, although an automobile resem-

His remarks apparently were in- 
tended only for the treopers and 
not for newspapermen near by, for 
a few minutes later the troopers 
insisted that the reporters leave 
immediately. 


After the colonel left the barrier 
to return to his home, the state 
troopers said to the reporter: 

“Get back where we can’t see 
you, boys, ’way back. We're ex- 
pecting some one to come through 
here in the morning and we don't 
want cars parked along the road, 
because they might get frightened.” 

The reference to the parked cars 
was directed to the automobile in 
which the reporter had driven, up 
to the private road from Hopewell. 
Four state police were on guard at 
the gate. Colonel Lindbergh before 
he left the gate to return to his 
house was heard to remark some- 
thing about “waiting for somebody 
before noon.”

DIMS PROMINENCE 
OF ROSS ABDUCTION 


PHILADELPHIA, March 2.—f) 
The second most celebrated American 
kidnaping is the most that can be said 
today for the Charley © Ross case, 
which occupied the headlines of 40 
years ago. 

Charley was a flaxen-haired 4-year- 
old’ playing in front of his home in 
Germantown on July 1, 1874, when he 
climbed into a wagon of two men who 
drove by and was never heard from 
again, 

Walter Ross Jr., his brother, who 
was 6, was playing with Charley at 
the time, The two strangers offered 
them candy and firecrackers, and both 
lads went along. 

A few blocks away the men put 
Walter down, gave him a quarter and 
told him to go into a candy store and 
spend it. \ When Walter came out the 
wagon Bait brother were gone, 

No authentic news ever was obtain- 
ed of the missing boy, Twenty letters 
demanding ransom were received sub- 
sequently from different parts of the 
country. The family was willing to 
pay but the writers never appeared. 

Finally a man named Wiliam 
Mosher was shot and killed during an 
attempted burglary on Long Island. 
‘alter Ross identified the body as 
that of one of the kidnapers. Joseph 
Douglas, shot at the same time, ad- 
mitted he helped Mosher in the kid- 
naping but died a few hours later 
without disclosing what had happened 
to Charley Ross,

CAPONE OFFERS 
$10,000, REWARD 
FOR KIDNAPERS 


CHICAGO, March 2.—(/)—Al Ca- 
pone offered from his county jail cell 
today a reward of $10, for the 
safé return of the Lindbergh baby 
and the capture of his kidnapers.

Kansas City—Police speculated 
on “an outside chance” that the 
criminals were the same ones who 
recently abducted Miss Nell Don- 
nelly, wealthy garment manufac- 
turer, and evaded capture after 
liberating her.

I feel that the vote I received is a 
tribute to Mr. Rutherford, whose 
friends apparently supported me, al- 
most to the man. 

He said he had been “so busy try- 
ing to get elected” that he had not 
given any thought to when he would 
go to Washington to carry on Mr. 
Rutherford’s work and follow his 
policies,

The 
charm and the brilliancy of the “Xi- 
legro Con Brio” movement contrasted 
well with the sparkling, effervescent 
‘Allegro Vivace,” followed by the love- 
ly, appealing “Adagio Molto,” which 
opened with a ‘cello solo done with 
sublime beauty of tone, and closed 
with an ethereal and effective end- 
ing with muted strings. The last 
movement was “Allegro Commodo,” in 
which the joyous, capricious mood 
and technieal difficulties were all hap- 
pily and adequately met by the per- 
formers. 

A new Chopin was revealed in the 
G minor trio, a Chopin who is still a 
tone poet, still an incomparable pro- 
ducer of melody, yet expressing hime 
self in the medium of a trio, rather 
than the piano alone, and this new 
Chopin was most admirably portray- 
ed in the outstanding work of the 
artists. Perhaps because of the com- 
poser’s love for the piano, the greater 
interest of the composition ¢entered 
around the part written for this in- 
strument, 
eThe “Allegro Con Fuoco,” the first 
movement, was brilliantly and artis- 
tically performed, and the fanciful 
whims of the “Scherzo” were caught 
and expressed. The “Adagio Sos- 
tuneto” movement appeared more 
Chopin-like than the others and re 
vealed in tonal beauty blended be- 
tween all three instruments. . 
“Allegretto” was fascinating and cap- 
tivated its listeners, and upon the 
final chord, the audience was left 
with a feeling that such programs are 
too seldom heard.

mament reached the astounding total | 


of 15,494 

This was almost twice as many 
people who saw the tournament last 
year. It assures the committee of 
a start next season with no deficit 
and even greater assurances of suc- 
cess, In the worst year in history the 
tournament has its greatest success. 

GOOD OFFICIALS. 

The officials were, generally speak- 
ing, excellent. Frank Lane, the offi- 
cial from Cincinnati, was probably 
the best official in the tournament. 
His work was of a high grade and he 
followed the play better than any of- 
ficia] seen here, The spectators were 
disappointed at failure to use him in 
the last two games. 

The Tuesday night game was one 
of the two or three played during the 
tournament which became a litle 
rough. It might have been advisable 
to ve all three officials work in 
the semi-final and finals of the tour- 
nament where the competition is un- 
usually fast and hard.

GOVERNMENT SHOWS 
$1,781,017, 496 DEFICIT 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—(#)— 
The government entered March with 
a $1,781,017,496 deficit. 

This was shown today in the treas- 
ury report for February 29. For the 
eight months of the fiscal year the 
money collected from all sources was 
$1,334,563,076 and spent $3,115,580,- 

The deficit threatens to approach 
the $3,000,000,000. mark unless. addi- 
tional taxes levied by congress 
change the complexion of the govern- 
ment’s ledger sheet. 

As in the past two years, the chief 
cause of the deficit has been a severe 
drop in income tax collections. For 
the eight months this source of reve- 
nue has returned $658.121,342, com- 
pared with $1,171,431,024 in the same 
period last year. 

At the same time miscellaneous in- 
ternal revenue has dropped $34,000,- 
000 to $345,000,000, and customs du- 
ties declined from $258,000,000 in the 
previous year to $247,000,000 this 
year. 

The gross public debt was increased 
nearly $2,000,000,000 ,last year to 
$18,125.633,155. 

The Reconstruction Corperation ob- 
tained an additional $15,234,180 on 
February 29, bringing its total ex- 
penditures to $67,095.653. The treas- 
ury also subscribed $16,417,790 ad- 
ditional to stock of the federal land 
banks, bringing such subscription un-
